MORE CARE SHOULD BE TAKEN 


Special Attention Should be Giv­ 


en Heating Plants Before 


Firing in the Fall 


Geo. H. Stratton, of St. Louis, spec­ 
ial agent for Iowa, Minnesota and the 
Dakotas for the Western Reserve In­ 
surance company, of Cleveland, Ohio, 
was in the city today and was discuss­ 
ing fire insurance in general and as 
concerns Brainerd. 
Mr. Stratton is a believer in preven­ 
tion of fires as the only successful 
method ot keeping fire losses down! 1 
He spoke especially of Ohio, in which 
almost a revolution in the matter of 
fire losses had been achieved through 
a system of state fire marshals whose 1 
business it is to not only look after the | 
conditions of the buildings and premises 
in cities but to ferret out and prosecute 
persons guilty of arson. 
They and the 
insurance companies, he says must have 
the moral backing of tne committee in 
order to do successful work. 
Among the preventable causes of 
fire he mentions poor electric wiring, 
careless storing of oil, etc , but more 
potent than any other he considers 
neglect of heating apparatus. 
He says that few fires start from the 
fuel rooms of large buildings, in his 
judgment, but many arise 
through 
the breeching or smoke pipe to heating 
plants. 
So long as the furnace will 
burn no attention is paid to this part of 
the plant. 
It becomes filled with soot 
and eaten with creasote until when 
least expected the soot catches fire, the 
pipe crumbles and the fire escapes. 
He urges that every heating plant be 
thoroughly inspected before firing up 
in the fall as the first cold snap is in­ 
variably followed by a wave of fires. 
This should extend to the stoves and 
pipes of small dwellings as well as to 
larger structures. 
Mr. Stratton also advocates the in­ 
spection of all basements in the busi­ 
ness district at least once a month by 
some official who has power to enforce 
his orders. 
Incidently he stated that the percent­ 
ages of fire loss in European countries 
were less than one tenth of those in 
America. 
This in part he ascribes to 
better systems of buildings but more 
because of the carelessness of the 
American people.

by friends of the accused negro. Be­ 
fore the rumor had time to spread 
far, however, it was learned that the 
shooting was accidental, the wound 
having been inflicted by a bullet fro.ii 
a revolver belonging to a companion 
of Keys. 
The boy is so seriously in­ 
jured that he may not recover. 
Because of (he excitement cause I 
by the first reports of the accident, 
extra precaution was taken to prevent 
the gathering of crowds. 
The occurrence caused fresh fears 
In the “Black Belt.” 
The arsenal was 
crowded 
with 
refugees

and 
there was also a large number of ne­ 
groes who slept under the protection 
of a guard from the Seventh regiment 
at Camp Lincoln. 
Ten indictments against two of the 
alleged mob leaders here were re­ 
turned by the special grand jury of 
Sangamon county.

mob's fury on Saturday night.

SEVENTY-SIX PERISHED. 


Congo Convention Adopted by Belgian 
Chamber of Deputies. 
Brussels, Aug. 
21.—After several 
months of bitter struggle, the cham­ 
ber of deputies adopted the Congo an­ 
nexation treaty by 83 votes to 55, and 
although the action probably will in­ 
sure the solution of the great Congo 
problem, there still remains open the 
im portant question of Belgium’s Anan 
elal responsibility. 
This action on the part of the cham ­ 
ber had not been expected and at the 
last moment nearly caused the col­ 
lapse of the cabinet. 
During the first 
reading recently of the colonial bill, 
which provides for the adm inistration 
of the Congo Independent State, and 
which with the treaty was finally 
adopted, H err W oeste, leader of the 
Right, secured the adoption of an 
amendment relieving Belgium of the 
responsibility of guaranteeing the pay­ 
m ent of the interest on the Congo 
debt, but W ednesday the government 
made a determ ined effort to secure the 
restoration 
of the stipulation 
that 
Belgium would make advances to Con­ 
go in case of necessity. 
The govern­ 
m ent was defeated in this, however, 
and it was generally believed that the 
m inisters would be forced to resign. 
At the conclusion of a long m eet­ 
ing of King Leopold and the members 
of his cabinet it was announced tha* 
the m inistry would not resign, the 
government tem porarily accepting the 
cham ber’s 
action 
on 
the 
financial 
1 question.

Spacial Attention Should be Giv­

Mr. Stratton is a believer in preven- 
i tion of fires as the only successful 
j method of keeping fire losses down? 
| He spoke especially of Ohio, in which 
I almost a revolution in the m atter of 
fire losses had been achieved through 
a system of state fire marshals whose 
business it is to not only look after the 
; conditions of the buildings and premises 
in cities but to ferret out and prosecute 
persons guilty of arson. 
They and the 
insurance companies, he says must have 
the moral backing of tne committee in 
I order to do successful work. 
Among the preventable causes of 
fire he mentions poor electric wiring, 
| careless storing of oil, etc , but more 
potent than any other he considers 
neglect of heating apparatus. 
He says that few fires start from the 
fuel rooms of large buildings, in his 
judgment, but many arise 
through 
the breeching or smoke pipe to heating 
plants. 
So long as the furnace will 
burn no attention is paid to this part of 
the plant. 
It becomes filled with soot 
and eaten with creasote until when 
least expected the soot catches fire, the 
pipe crumbles and the fire escapes. 
He urges that every heating plant be 
thoroughly inspected before firing up 
; in the fall as the first cold snap is in­ 
variably followed by a wave of fires. 
i This should extend to the stoves and 
pipes of small dwellings as well as to 
larger structures. 
Mr. Stratton also advocates the in­ 
spection of all basements in the busi­ 
ness district at least once a month by 
some official who has power to enforce 
his orders. 
Incidently he stated that the percent­ 
ages of fire loss in European countries 
were less than one tenth of those in 
America. 
This in part he ascribes to 
better systems of buildings but more 
because of the carelessness of the 
American people.
